phosphorylation of Smad1".

2. The application has been amended as follows: 

14. A method of inhibiting expression of a gene, expression of which is activated by 
phosphorylated Smadl or phosphorylated Smad5, comprising contacting a cell which expresses 
said gene and which presents ALK-1 on its surface with an inhibitor, wherein said inhibitor 
inhibits the binding of TGF-p to ALK-1, wherein the inhibition of said binding inhibits the 
phosphorylation of Smadl or Smad5. 

Cancel claims 15, 17-19. 

28. A method for identifying a gene whose activation is effected by phosphorylated 
Smadl or phosphorylated Smad-5, comprising contacting a first sample of cells, which express 
ALK-1 and which express and phosphorylate Smadl or Smad-5, with TGF-P and an agent that 
inhibits the binding of TGF-p to ALK-1, wherein the inhibition of said binding inhibits the

phosphorylation of Smadl or Smad5, removing transcripts of said first sample of cells, and 
comparing said transcripts with transcripts of a second sample of said cells treated with TGF-p^ 
not treated with said agent, wherein any differences there between are transcripts of genes whose 
activation is effected by phosphorylation of Smadl or Smad-5.
